Reporter Finds Only 
Sure-Fire Exterminator 


Those dirty little stingers of 
the Culicides family are on the 
loose, lusting for blood. 

And if you've ever been 
gnawed by a mosquito you'll rea- 
lize what obnoxious critters they 
can be. 

According to people who make 
a study of such things there are 
probably 2,000 species of these 
pests throughout the world. 

One would be bad enough, 

Most people recognize the mos- 
quito when they see it—or feel 
it. For those who aren't on such 
familiar terms with the parasites, 
here are one or two methods of 
spotting them: 

1, Mosquitoes can be distin- 
guished from harmless midges 


. 


(gnats to you) by the lower lip. 
(Take a look at a mosquito's 
Jower lip and you'll discover it is 
prolonged into an elongate pro- 
boscis.) 

2. Mosquitoes can be distin- 
guished from harmless gnats 
(midges to you) by the scales on 
their bodies, wings and other ap- 
pendages, (Run your hand along 
the back of a mosquito if you 
want proof,) 

Now that you are in a position 
to recognize the next mosquito 
you meet you are ready for the 
next little lesson: how to escape 
him, 

The moment a midge-like crea- 
ture appears on the horizon or 
even on your left eyelid, reach 


out, or up, and feel its lower lip. 
Then run your finger along its 
back, wings and other append- 
ages. 

Satisfied its a mosquito? Good! 

Dash into your workshop and 
construct a jittle wooden box, 
line it with black cloth and fix a 
door to it. It is important that the 
door be one that can be closed 
quickly. 

Got that? 

Right! Next step: make with 
your lips a sort of come-hither 
bzzzz or, if you prefer, a hissss. 
Mosquitoes are attracted by both. 

Hold up the box, door facing 
the curious critter. When he 
enters the box, slam shut the 
door, Presto!

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Army and Air Force personnel in 
remote places will vote in an advance poll 
on June 20. 

Persors employed on trains, airlines 
and steamships, commercial travellers and 
members of the RCMP may vote at an 
advance poll on June 23, 24 and 25. 

But fare is no provision for advance 
voting for the private individual who is 
compelled by business or hea!th reasons to 
travel on June 27. 

It seems to be most unfair, 

It would probably be unreasonable to 

advance polls for persons who 
merely find it convenient to be away from 
home on election day. 

For instance, a man who arranges for 
his holiday to fall in a period encompassing 
June 27 deserves no particular considera- 
Sion in this respect. 

It is expected that everybody will make 
a@ special effort to arrange his or her 
appointments so that election day may be 
spent within the home riding. 

Bu there are a number of people who 
cannot so arrange their affairs. 


Almost everybody can think of two 
or three persons who are going to be 
obliged, through urgent necessity, to be 
away from home on June 27. 

For example, certain students of whom 
we know will have to be travelling on that 
day to take up post-graduate work in 
other cities. 

People will be called away suddenly for 
medical treatment or through illness of 
others. 

Urgent business appointments will 
compe! still others to be away from the 
city on that day. 

It is unjust that these people will have 
to lose their votes. 

It is true, of course, that the more the 
privilege of advance polling is widened, 
the greater is the danger of election 
frauds. : 

But there should be some dispensation, 
at the discretion of returning officers, to 
permit early voting for those who can 
prove that their absence on June 27 is 
imperative and unavoidable. 


For Smart, Ambitious Young Men 


Chief Constable Reg Jennings is ap- 
pealing for seven recruits to bring the Ed- 
monton police department up to full 
strength. In a short time, further appli- 
cants will be necessary as the need for a 
larger force is already apparent. 

It should be made clear that police 
work, in this day and age, is no longer the 
last resort of the bully and the incompe- 
tent and the ne’er-do-well. 

At one time in the remote past, any 
young bruiser with a maximum of body 
and a minimum of mind and a certain 
brute courage afforded material for police 
forces. 

That day is gone. 

Today, police work offers an interest- 
ing career for smart and ambitious young 
men, And no dullards need apply. 

Like so many other jobs requiring a 
nice balance of body and mind, police 


work will give to the young constable 
exactly what he puts into it. 

If he has education and brains and en- 
terprise, he will go to the top. If he satis- 
fies only the minimum requirements, he 
will stay at the bottom. 

Above all, the young man contemplat- 
ing a police career is no longer a mere 
hired thug. He is essentially a leader in 
the community. 

He doesn’t beat people into obeying the 
law. He leads people into obeying it. 

That is the ancient British theory of 
police work and it is establishing itself 
more and more in this country.

Turkish defence requires a 
modernized road system—modern

Modern farming requires know- 
ledge of mechanical! skills. The 
greatest training for these skills 
is being done among army re- 
cruits where peasant boys with- 
out the slightest previous knowl- 
edge of elementary mechanics— 
and in a language for which a 
mechanical vocabulary has to be 
invented—are being taught both 
with remarkable success. 

There is general agreement 
among both Turkish and Ameri- 
can experts that wilh proper de- 
velopment Turkey could eventu- 
ally feed twice her own popula- 
tion of 20,000,000. 

A test case has been under- 
taken on several thousand acres 
of hitherto untouched land and 
has proved that, by employing 
the methods of American mid- 
western cereal farmers, wheat 
and other coarse grains can be 
grown at the world market price. 

Also, new seed is being intro- 
duced—for example, hybrid corn 
—which has immensely increased 
American production but is al- 
most unknown in Turkey. 

The great advance in Turkey is 
that the people themselves are 
modern-minded and eagey to 
learn, not frozen in ancient tra- 
ditional habits, 

Ataturk brought about such 
drastic changes in the 15 years of 
his rule—from Fez to hats is a

From Today’s News

This fifth anniversary of D- 
Day when the battle of Europe 
was inaugurated with a mighty 
invasion of Normandy by Allied 
forces, recalls the striking dif- 
feremces of opinion which exist- 
ed in supreme circles over where 
the assault should be delivered. 

Prervaier Stalin had been urg- 
ing an invasion of France by the 
western allies to ease pressure 
on the Russian front, However, 
Prime Minister Churchill of Brit- 
ain was chilly to this proposition. 

He favored an invasion al! right 
but his mind was set on stabbing 
at what he described in his pic- 
turesque language as the “soft 
underbelly of Europe”—meaning 
in the Mediterranean area, 

Churchill presented this view 
en its military merits but there 
were many observers at the time 
who felt that he might be look- 
ing at the situation as much, or 
more, from the political angle 
than from the military, 

The Allied invasion of Italy 
already was under way, and if 
the western powers drove up 
into the Balkans, they would 
have possession of this strategic 
territory of eastern Europe when 
the war ended, 

The implications of such an 
operation are clear enough, The 
western allies would have come 
to dominate southeastern Eur- 
ope and would have swung into 
central Europe on the left flank 
of the Russians, 

Thus, instead of giving the 
Russians a free hand in all east- 
ern Europe, the other powers 
would have been there with their 
armies when the armistice came. 

That of course would have 


meant a complete change in sub- 
sequent events. Russia would not 
have over-run all eastern Europe 
and established a Communist 
empire with its eastern frontier 
running through the heart of 
Europe. 

On that basis there probably 
wouldn't have been a “cold war.” 
Many of the nations which be- 
came unwilling satellites of Mos- 
cow would have remained free 
and would have cast their politi- 
cal lots with the western democ- 
racies, 

The affairs of Germany and 
Austria would long ago have 
been ironed out and they would 
be contributing to the rehabili- 
tation of Europe. 

Had all this happened, the 
United Nations might have been 
able to function efficiently, in- 
stead of being hamstrung by the 
strife between the Soviet bloc 
and the democracies. We should 
have been far closer to the “one 
world” ideal than we are now. 

Did Churchill have something 

of this sort in mind when he ar- 
gued for making the attack on the 
“soft underbelly?” It would be 
interesting to hear from him on 
that point. We don't pretend to 
read his mind. 
« In, any event, he was overrul- 
ed. The Allied decision was to 
make the assault through Nor- 
mandy, This daring undertaking 
the greatest of its kind in his- 
tory—was carried out to victori- 
ous conclusion. 

Our homage to the gallant 
forces who performed this feat! 
Was it only five years ago that 
they landed on the shore of Nor- 
mandy? It seems a lifetime.

This sort of talk contrasts with
